Uow iiuicli good this bodes to the community 
the rencctin-; tuay iinairlne. Were all the grocers 
to unite, all the butchers, ;vll the baiter.", till coin- 
petition would cease between them, and the pub- 
lic would be victimized to suit the conscience or 
cupidity of the combination. The only mncily 
in Mich a case baa been found to be, in England, 
the institution 01 opposition hbops by the union 
of the small capitals of various consumer-*, 'f hese 
shops sell atsimill prolitsto llieir Biibocriberhaml 
to the public, and soon break up the extortionate 
combination. In like manner, when the com- 
bined insurance companies shall have increased 
their rates to an unreasonable decree, the only 
remedy u-ilMjc the opuninjrof subscriptions lot- 
new companies butter disposed to accommodate 
the interests of the gieat public. 


Insurance companies cannot be expected to 


insure witnout a fair profit; and yrars a;;o their 
stock paid handsome dividends. It docs tint 
pay so well at the present moment; bulaBlm-} 
do not reduce their rates when doiiiK a flourish- 
ing business, there ia no reason Avliy they should 
advance them (and by tile dubious process of a
